Vote For a Better Hospital 


On Wednesday, April 9th, rate-payers of the Vulcan Municipal 
Hospital District No. 19 are being asked to approve a by-law Of the 
District authorizing the issue of a debenture in the sum of $60,000.00 
for the purpose of building and equipping a new wing on the present 

hospital. 

The hospital has now been in operation for nearly twenty years. 
All outstanding del>entures have been retired and the District is 
completely free of debt. During the past years the hospital has 
been of great benefit to the people of this district and has on many 
occasions been filled to more than capacity. 

The present Hospital Board is alive to the need of a larger and 
more up-to-date hospital to serve this District. In nearly every 
community the need is not for more hospitals but for a larger 
and better hospital to make available the maximum service to the 
people. Rate-payers are urged to support the by-law to make the 
new addition available for not only more up-to-date and better 
service, as soon as completed, but also to provide a suitable hospital 
to operate under the proposed Dominion-Provincial Health Scheme 
with Vulcan as the central point for a health unit. 

Qualification of voters on the by-law are the same as for an 
ordinary hospital scheme. Land owners who are on the Municipal 
List vote, and those land owners who are not on the list may vote 
by taking an oath at the poll. Wives, husbands, sons, daughters and 
mothers and fathers of land owners who reside with the land-owner 
and are over twenty-one years of age may also vote by taking an 
oath at the poll.

Land transportation is the com¬ 
mon method in this district of get- 
t'lig from one place to another' and 
air transportation is by no means 
uncommon, but to these methods 
of travel must now be added water 
transportation. 

About seven miles south-east oi 
Vulcan, in a low-lying area, about 
seventy acres of land are covered 
with water to a depth of about it,, 
feet. Unfortunately, the highway 
passes through this newly-formed 
pond, and for a distance of about 
a quarter mile is under water to a 
depth of several feet. 

D strict -residents living on the 
south side of the pond now find it 
necessary to make use of two cars 
and a raft to get to Vulcan. Driv¬ 
ing to the edge of the pond, they 
transfer to a raft made of empty 
gasoline drums and timber ano 
paddle down the highway to the 
other side of the pond. Then into 
the second car and on to Vulcan. 

The pond is in the vicinity of the 
Jack Marshall farm, and one per¬ 
son who makes the land and water 
tr'p daily from her husband’s farm 
is Mrs. Mae Todd, a teacher in the 
Vulcan high school. 


Flax a Paying 
Potential Crop 


An increase of $1.75 a buahel in 
price of flax has been announced by 
Hie Federal Government, bringing 
the total to $5.00 a bushel and 
making flax one of the best poten¬ 
tial money producing crops 

The price increase would appear 
to have come just in time to influ¬ 
ence many farmers in their decision 
as to spring plantings and indica¬ 
tions are that the flax crop this 
year will be considerably large, 
than the one which brought close 
to $25,000,000 to prairie farmers in 
1946. Last year’s flax crop was in 
the vicinity of 7>» million bushels. 

Th re can be little doubt, in 
v;ew of the price raise, that many 
farmers will be giving serious con¬ 
sideration to a flax crop this sea¬ 
son. To them we can most heartily 
recommend the new 1947 edition of 
the booklet “The Truth about 
Flax,” of the National Barley and 
Linseed Flax committee at Winni¬ 
peg as a e'ear and detailed explan- 
aiion as to best methods of raising 
flax. 

The uses to wh'ch flax products 
can/ be pub are growing steadily, 
which indicates that flax will be in 
heavy demand after much of. the 
urgency about other crops has been 
removed.

At the United Church on Mon¬ 
day evening a very fine motion 
picture on Christian Mission was 
shown by the Rev. A. S. Wood. 
District Secretary of the British 
.'and Foreign Bible Society. 

The Bible society is a world¬ 
wide organization devoted to the 
translation, publication and dis¬ 
tribution of the Holy Scriptures 
in the languages of all people. 
There are about 2,900 languages 
spoken in -the world of which 1,08(4 
now have at least a gospel trans¬ 
lated. The British and Foreign 
Bible Society alone has published 
780 different translations of por¬ 
tions of the Bible. 

All this work is very vital to the 
success of Christian missions. The 
missionary is greatly handicapped 
in his work if he has not enough 
copies of Scripture to distribute 
to the natives. The Bible Society 
supplies the mission fields of the 
Christian churches with the scrip¬ 
tures at no cost to the mission 
boards. 

For the promotion of its work 
and in order to be able to trans¬ 
late, publish and distribute the 
Bible, the Bible Society depends 
entirely upon the voluntary offer¬ 
ings of Christian people. Next week

DOGER BABSON, noted economist in a survey of 
advertising values, rates the country weeklies 
and small aail eg much higher than the great metro¬ 
politan dailies. 

Bis advice to national advertisers in United 
States should be equally sound for Canadian busi¬ 
ness. He says: 

“The small papers are read more thoroughly. The 
average large city newspaper has so many pages 
that the reader goes through them hurriedly, and 
does not give sufficient consideration, to the adver¬ 
tisements. 

“Advertising agencies and newspapers have per¬ 
formed wonderful feats, but they have not increased 
by one small second the available time each day 
which readers have. Statistics show that the reader 
of small city papers has more time and gives more 
consideration to the advertisements. 

“1 will not say that weekly papers are seven tipies 
valuable'as daily papers of the sartle circulation, 
but surely they have some advantages. No one-reads 
a daily, paper the day after it Is issued, but the week¬ 
lies are read during seven days. 

“Small town papers will become more and more 
important. One of the best investments today should 
be a small town daily, or weekly paper in a self-con¬ 
tained agricultural community.”

Ratepayers have little to lose and much to gain 
by approving the $60,000 debenture by-law of the 
Hospital District next Wednesday, April 9th. 

Defeat of the by-law, by failure to gain the neces¬ 
sary two-thirds majority for approval, would not 
necessarily mean an immediate decrease in hospital 
taxes. Only four mills of the present hospital tax 
has been used yearly for principal and interest pay¬ 
ments on the original debentures and land taxes 
would decrease very little, if any. 

Approval of the by-law means better hospital 
facilities for the town and district at no increase 
in taxation. The four mills is sufficient to meet the 
annual payments on the new debenture issue. The 
other advantages of an enlarged and improved hos¬ 
pital are set forth elsewhere in this issue and we

“It Pays To Be 
Educated” 


A broadcast given under the 
auspices of the Alberta Education¬ 
al Council was heard last week 
under the captions “It pays to be 
educated.” Mrs. G. B. Miles and 
Mrs. D.W. MacDonald were speak¬ 
ers on one of these broadcasts. 

Points brought out werejntend- 
ed to bear directly on the title “It 
pays to be educated.” One speaker 
referred to a U.S. survey made by 
business men two years ago in Un-. 
iied States to consider education as 
an investment in people. 

This survey found that wage and 
salary workers with high school or 
college training hold 90% of the 
highly paid positions. The higher 
the educational standards of a 
state, the higher its per capita re¬ 
tail sales, the greater the sale of 
reputable magazines, the higher 
the living standards. Good educa¬ 
tion and good business are tound 
in the same places. People in an 
euucated society spend a fair 
amount of money on things which 
make life., more pleasant and sup¬ 
port industry. 

Small countries like Sweden, 
Switzerland and Denmark with no 
spectacular resources can build up 
a great volume of trade and high 
levelwtf prosperity because they 
edueate their people to use the 
resources they have to best advan¬ 
tage. 

The summary of the U.S. survey 
was that education is an essential 
instrument through which com¬ 
merce, industry and agriculture 
can be expanded in rising degree. 
Education is a lever for advance¬ 
ment of every commutity. 

In Alberta 

Turning to Alberta, the broad¬ 
cast then outlined resources of this 
province, comparable with other 
countries. There is much native 
wealth in agricultural land, min¬ 
erals, timber and lakes. There are 
800,000 people, and lots of capita! 
ready for investment. It seems that 
education, would be just as sound 
an investment in Alberta as in Un-
